Proposed Cable 
TV Ordinance 


The following is the text of a 
“Proposed Cable TV Ordinance” 
for the Town of Bethel that will 
be the subject of a public hear- 
ing scheduled by the Board of 
Selectmen on Monday evening, 
Sept, 13, The hearing is to be held 
at 7:30 in the meeting room at 
the Bethel Savings Bank, 

Section I, Purpose: This ordin- 
atice is designed to regulate use 
‘of public ways, roads and streets 
to carry wire or cable for trans- 
mission. of radio and. television 
signals, and to establish conditions 
governing any grant of franchise 
for such use, ; 

Section IL. Scope: This ordinance 
applies throughout the Town of 
Bethel, 

Section TH, Authority: This or- 
dinance is adopted pursuant to Ti- 
tle 30, MRSA, Section 2151, 

Section IV. Requirement: No 
person, firm or corporation stall 
install, maintain or operate on 
Bethel’s public ways, roads. and 
streets, any equipment or facili- 
ties. for the reception or tnansmis- 
sion of nadio and television sig- 
nals, without first having obtained 
wnitten permission from the Tosvz, 
- Section V. Franchise Terms: 

a) Bethel’s Selectmen miay con- 
tract on such terms and condi- 
tions as are in the best interests 
of the Town and its residents 
with one or more persons or com- 
panies for provision of cable tele- 
vision involving the use of public 
Ways, roads and streets, and may 
granf a franchise or franchises 
for a period not to exceed fifteen 
(15) yeans. 

») Applicants for a fnanchise 
shall pay the Town a non-refunda- 
ble filing fee in an amount ade- 
quate to defnay the. cost of public 
notice and advertising expenses 
relating ta such application. The 
applications shail be filed with the 
Town Clerk and shall contain such 
information as the Towa may re- 
quire, including but not limited 
to a genenal description of the ap- 
plicant’s proposed operation, a 
schedule of proposed charges, a 
statement detailing its busitiess or 
corporate organization with a fi- 
nancial statement for the two pre- 
vious fiscal years, an estimated 
fifteen (15) year financial pro- 
jection of its proposed system and 
its proposed annwal town franchise 
fee or the basis for same, and a 
statement detailing the prior op- 
erational experience of the aplpli- 
cant in both CATV and Microwaive 
service including that of its offi- 
cers, Management and staff to be 
assockated with the proposed op- 
eration.
